And whereas the Central Government have duly appro- 
ved and confirmed the said draft of the bye-laws as re- 
quired by sub-scction (1) of section 284 of the slid 
Act; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by clauses (3) and (23) of section 282, read with section 
283, of the said Act, the said Cantonment Board hereby 
makes the following bye-laws, namely : — 

1. (1) These bye-laws may be called the St. Thomas 
Mount-a/m-Pallayaram (Regulation of the Collection and 
Recovery of Tax on Advertisements and Posting of Bills 
and Advertisements) Amendment Bye-laws, 1976. 

(2) They shall come ino force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the bye-laws for regulation of the collection and 
recovery of tax on advertisements and of the posting of 
bills and advertisements in the St. Thomas Mount-cz*w- 
Pallavaram Cantonment, published with the notification ofi 
the Government of India in the Ministry of Defence, No, 
S,R.O. 340, dated the 4th November, 1968; — 

(1) existing bye-law 1 shall be re -numbered ax bye- 
law 1-A, and before the bye-law 1-A as so re- 
numbered, the following bye-law shall be inserted, 
namely ; — 

“1. These byc-laws may be called the St. 
Thomas Mount-cnw-Pallavaram (Regulation of 
l he Collection and Recovery of Tax on Adver- 
tisements and Posting of Bills and Advertise- 
ments) Bye-laws, 1968”; 


(2) after bye-law 7, the following bye-law shall be 
inserted, namely : — 

"7-A. The Cantonment Executive Officer may 
farm out the collection of any tax on adver- 
tisement payable under paragraph 2 of the 
notification of the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Defence No. SRO. 92, dated the 
26th February, 1974, relating to the imposi- 
tion of tax on advertisements in the St. Thomas 
Mount-c«m-Pallavnram Cantonment, for any 
period not exceeding one year at a time on 
the following terms and conditions, namely : — 

(1) The licensee so authorised to collect tax, shall abide 
by the provisions contained in these bye-laws. 

(2) The licensee shall pay the entire contractual amount 
in four equal quarterly instalments in advance, the first being 
payable by the 10th of the 1st month of the quarter, 

(3) (a) The licensee shall deposti security deposit 

equivalent to 1 /4th of the contractual amount 
and the same shall be liable for forfeiture 
in the event the licensee fails to pay the 
quarterly instalments on due dates. 

(b) The said security deposit shall be refunded to 
the licensee on completion of the contract: 
period. 

( 4 ) The licensee shall execute the necessary agreement in 
this behalf on a noil-judicial stamp paper of requisite value. 

(5) The licensee agrees that he shall not transfer, assign, 
sublet or underlet the rights to any person and if he does 
do the rights so granted shall forthwith be terminated, but 
before doing so the licensee shall be given a reasonable 
opportunity to explain within seven days time as to why 
hix such rights be not terminated.”.

REGULATIONS, 1966 

New Delhi, the 25th June 1977 

No. GM/58-19. — In exercise of the powers conferred by 
Section 45 of the Air Corporations Act, 1953 (27 of 1953), 
Air-India hereby makes the following regulations further to 
amend the Air-India Employees’ (Miscellaneous Loans) Regu- 
lations, 1966, namely : 

1. These regulations may be called the Air-India Emp- 
loyees’ (Miscellaneous Loans) Amendment Regula- 
tions, 1977. 

2. They shall come into force from April 29, 1977, 

3. In Regulation 7 y the existing sub -regulation (1) shall 
be deleted and the following new sub-regulation sub- 
stituted therefor : 

“(1) The Corporation may sanction a loan to an 
employee ip such amounts as may be deemed 
reasonable, but not exceeding Rs, 15,000/- for the 
purpose of enabling him to meet heavy expenditure 
on medical treatment for himself or any member or 
members of his family, if it is satisfied that the cir- 
cumstances justify the grant of such financial assist- 
ance and the Managing Director may, for a like pur- 
pose, grant a loan not exceeding Rs. 10,000/-"
